There are a few differences between Canadian and British 
universities. First, we should look at how many classes students take in an 
academic year. Although it is difficult to give an exact number, we can say 
that on average 10 courses were taken in England and 8 courses in Canada. 
These numbers increase according to the difficulty of the departments. 
Another difference that undergraduate education period. In Canada, 
undergraduate education takes 4 years, graduate education takes 2 years. 
In England, undergraduate education takes 3 years, graduate education 


takes 2 years. This difference leads to another difference. Whereas 
university students in the UK usually graduate at the age of 21, university 
students in Canada usually graduate at the age of 22. Finally, we need to 
know job opportunities after graduate from the university. While the 
probability of finding a job after graduation is 70% in England, this rate is 
63%in Canada. In summary, there are no big differences between the 
universities of these countries, but the most important thing for a student is 
job opportunities. Therefore, university education in England may be a 
better choice.
